Hydro-Electric By-law Given 
First Reading 

The agreement submitted by the 
Calgary Power Co. for consideration 
by the Town Council of Didsbury, has 
after some deliberation and discussion 
been definitely accepted. This step 
was taken at a mecting of the Coun- 
cil held on Monday night, when Mayor 
Chambers, with Councillors Berscht, 
Edwards, Tighe, Barrett, and Secre- 
tary Austin, took up with the repre- 
sentatives of the company and dis- 
cussed one or two points in the agree- 
ment that were not quite clear, 

As will be remembered, the com- 
pany’s offer was one of $8,000 for the 
distribution system, or $9,090 to in- 


The Council now thought it advis- 
able to close with the company for 
the purchase of the distribution lines 
alone, Raving the plant and building 
to be disposed of by the town as it 
thought fit. 

Mr. Robertson, of the Power Co,, 
said he believed they should be able 
to dispose of the plant for $2,560, 

The agreement was then read for 
the first time, after which it is un- 
derstood it will be sent to the Utility 
Commissioners for approval. Upon 
its return from Edimonton it will, ai- 
ter publication, be submitied to the 
ratepayers. 

A query put to the company’s of- 
ficials relative to noich lights elicited 
the fact that these, under the arree- 
ment, would be served through the 
meter.

BY THRESHERMEN. 


Attention of farmers and thresher 
men, especially those operating ster 


engines, is now being called to the | 


provisions of the Prairie Fires Act 
which affect them, by Benj. Lawton, 
Chief Tire Inspector fur the Province 
of Alberta, Myr, Lawton points ¢ 
that in order to prevent the risk of 
serious conflagrations n@ engine shall 
be placed within thirty feet of any 
building or stack and that a metal 
pan of adequate size filled with water 
shall be placed under the engine as a 
receptacle for cinders and ashes 

All cinders and ashes shall be thor- 
oughly extinguished before the engine 
is removed from any place where it 
has been in operation and a barrel of 
water and two buckets shall be place: 
conveniently to any stack of combust- 
ible material near the engine. <A 
spark arrester in good repair shall be 
used and shall not be opened while the 
engine is in operation, 


It is hoped that closer observance 
of these regulations will reduce the 
fire loss which occurs annually from 
this source.

Didsbury still has debentures amount- 
ing to $12,000 to be liquidated. $8,000 
of this amount will be covered by the 
sale of the present distribution system, 
and the balance no doubt will be still 
further reduced by the sale of the power 
plant. So far, then, the town has but 
little cause for complaint. 

With regard to the agreement with the 
Calgary company, it is more than likely 
that when the ratepayers have thorough- 
ly considered the proposition which it 
contains it will have their approval, 

The agreement has been gone turough 
by the Town Council, clause by clause, 
amendments made, and since it was 
firat submitted mere favourable termes 
have been secured. As it is left now, 
we think it will be generally agreed the 
agreement contains the maximypin that 
can be expected commensurate with the 
service offered, and the Town Council— 
the Mayor and Secretary especially—is 
to be commended for a very satisfactory 
arrangement.
